After Being Out 21 Hours Jury Returns Verdict 
of “Not .Quilty.”..On First Ballot 8 Were 
For Acquittal, 2 For Conviction. 
Orchard’s Remarkable Story. 


prevalent everywhere. The long time 
the jury was out conveyed the generai 
impression that there woild be ii 
other outcome than a disagreement, 
The rumors which spread so rapifly 
and frequently throughout the night 
were generally taken that a majority 
of the jurérsa had voted for edriviction, 
Some eyen had it that the only dif. 
ferenée of Opinion among the porte 
was as to the degree of guilt. ‘ Appro- 
hension of disagreement spre to 
members of defendant’s counsel, and 
when to this feeling were added that 
the rumors about an adverse decision, 
‘there could be no doubt as to the gen- 
uineness of their joy when the ver- 
dict was read. 

Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, who 
made a plea deéscribing the case as 
it struggle of “class against glass,” de. 
fiontly telling the jury that they were 
hostile to his diert, and had their 
minds poisoned by a corrupt and cap- 
italistic press, entered the court room 
in the mood in which he made hia 
speech. But as Haywood was freed 
and as the jury was passing out, he 
viewed with the other members of 
counsel and with the prisoner him- 
self, in thanking with many evidences 
of sincerity, the twelve citizens of 
Idaho who heard the evidence and 
rendered their unalterable opinion. 
Mr, Richardson, too, hastened to dic. 
taie a statement in which he declar- 
ed that his client had had an abso- 
lutely fair and impartial trial and 
Idaho indeed has reason to be proud 
of herself, 

First Thought of His Mother. 
Haywood’s first thought was of his 
mother, Mrs. Ella Garruthers, who 
suffered a nervous breakdown yester- 
diy afternoon, Leaving the déourt 
room with Attorniey Nugent, Haywood 
walked to the jail portion of the 
building, shaking hands as he went 
with the guards, employees and 
friends, He bade farewell to Moyer, 
who, when he heard the verdict, said: 
“That's good,” and to Pettibone, 
whom Darrow described to the jury as 
a “sort of Happy Hooligan,” and who 
called, “‘Give my _ regards to Broad, 
way.” Then he walked to Stuke’s 
hospital and rushed into his mother’s 
room. So potent was this tonic that 
tonight she was up and about and 
happy. Next Haywood went to the 
little cottage, where his wife and 
daugliters have been staying. He had 
parted with ‘Attorney Nugent at the 
hospital yates, and, left alone in 
Boise, had to inquire his way home. 
Once he went home, Haywood said: 
“T wani to thank the people of Roise 
for their kindness to my wife,my moth- 
er, my family and my friends,’’ There 
has been widespread sympathy for 
Mrs, Carruthers. 

Senator Borah when first appraised 
of the verdict, said: “I feel glad for 
Haywood’s. mother.” 


Went on Judge's Instructions. 


Inquiry among the jurors after their 
dismissal revealed some of the ele- 
ments which entered into their de- 
cision. Sumuel D. Gilman, the last 
man to be won over to the defense 
declared that a majority of the jurors 
seemed convinced that the general 
tone. of the court’s instructions indi- 
cated that the defendant should be 
freed. Finley McBean, who voted 
consistently for acquittal, from the 
first, declared that the judge’s in- 
structions seemed to settle all doubt 
as to which course he should take.

Statements from coungel and from 
Governor Gooding, issued today dis- 
pels this report, Gov.

“Tne verdict is a great surprise to 
me, and_J believe to all citizens of 
Idaho who have read or heard the 
evidence.in the case,. I have done my 
duty, T have no regret as to any ac. 
tio1 I have taken and my conscience 
ie clear. As long as God gives me 
strength, [ shail keep up mv effort for 
government iy His law and for or- 
ganized socisty. The state will make 
a vigorous prosecution of Moyer and 
Pettibone and of Adams and of Simp- 
kins when rehended. There will be 
neither hesitation nor retreat,’’ 

WII Aoply for Bail. 

Application will be made to Judge 
Wood to admit Moyer and Pettibone 
t> bail, and it was said tonight that 
as to Moyer, against whom it is ad- 
mitted the state’s case is weak, a 
favorable condition would not be un- 
expected. Not the least interesting of 
comments upon the verdict today wag 
that ot Harry Orchard, the conies- 
sed murderer Of Steuiienburg, and the 
wilpess n .whom the .state chiefly 
relied ta provi ia chase of conspir- 
acy among certain members of West- 
ern Federation of Miners. When told 
at the state penitentiary that Hay- 
wooed. had, nm Aoquitted, Orchard 
said: “Welt have lone my duty; I 
have told the tru’ en I Nye do ne 
more, I am toady to take any pun- 
ishment thd may be meted out to me 
for my crimes and the sooner it comes 
the better,” 

Jury Otit 21 Hours. 


After being out for 21 hours, the 
jury, which was at first divided, eight 
tc tour for acquittal and then. seemed 
deadtocked at 10 to 2, finally came 
to an “agreement, shortly after the 
first faint streaks of dawn showed 
gray above the giant hills which wall 
Boise to the north and east. The 
weary, snowy-bearded bailiff who had 
kept an all night vigil before the doos 
of the jury room was startled by a 
knock from within. Events moved 
rapidly after this and when at last 
the principal actors in the trial had 
gathered in, the court room, a few 
minutes before eight o'clock, the 
white envelope handed by the fore- 
man to the jndge was torn open and 
the verdict was read, It came as an 
electric thrill to the prisoner, to his 
counsel, to the attorneys for the state, 
and to the small group of nupmen 
and court officials who had been sum. 
moned from beds but lately sought, or 
from offices where sleepless waiting 
had been the mark of night.

Speaks 
of Recent Trip Through American 
States. The Crops.

neres was algo A strong one. Now, 
several peonle in the United States 
have taken advantage of this, and are 
booming the pan-handle of Texas jor 
all they are worth and more than it’s 
worth. They advertise that they can 
sell land there for $5 an acre, and 
that land in Canada will cost $10 an 
acre, end by this means they have 
managed to start quite a considerable 
southwest movement. This movement 
has assumed considerable proportions 
but many people gay that it will rot 
last long, as the Texas land is dry, 
and as for productiveness is not in 
with the land for settling in Can- 
nda, 

“The third reason is catsed by the 
recent legislation Which etiforces two 
cent rates in many of the states, 
chiefly in the northern ones. They 
have decided that if they can’t get 
over two cents a mile they won't give 
transportation for anything less than 
that price, and consequently that has 
put an end to our excursions from 
there to the Canadian west. In ‘the 
majority of southern states the two 
cent law has not been passed, and 
so they still have @heap excursions 
to the pan-handle of Texas.

Great Ball in Afternoon. Uns 
‘satisfactory End to Evening 
ene ‘.

Ramenton jumped onto Medicine 
Hat with both feet on Saturday and 
cleaned up both games, winning in 
the afternoon 24, and in thé evening 

the latter going only six innings. 

e first game was easily the best 
ever scen in Edmonton, bar none, but 
the. second was very much the reverse, 
thanks to Benny, Zurlage, Works etal 
and the inability of would-be Umpire 
Prest to handle the game, 

The evening contest started prompt- 
ly at 6.30, but as soon as the Hat got 
a 80 lead| the loafing commenced 
with kicks a plenty on Priest’s de- 
cisionsa—and he sure handed out some 
humorous ones—until the opening 
half of the seventh, when Manager 
Benny’s abuse found expression in 
offensive language, then Priest 
showed he wasn’t entirely devoid of 
sand by fining Benny $5 and putting 
him out of the game and then off the 
grounds. Benny was at the bat when 
the umpire squelched him, and Hollis 
did the batting in his place, but. by 
the time the innings ended darkness 
wag setting in for the night and the 
game had to be called. 

Berny’s display of temper was 
utterly uncalled for.

I was 
not thinking ei myself in the least 
—I only though of my old mother,” 
Here the woman paused and grasp- 
ed the bars of the cage before her. 


“What was your life before you 
began to steal?” was asked. 
“Just the same as that of thou.

day,”’ said she. “My husband earn 
ed enough money to support me and 
my child-—Frances, three years old 
My thusband, however, did not earn 
enough to give anything to my old 
mother, who had always given me 
the best of everything she had. My 
had been working until «e 
short time ago. 
Must Get Money; Steals. 

“Then ehe got her fingers all crum- 
pled up and she was powerless to do 
any work.’ Her namo is Mrs. Clara 
8. Cook and she is rooming at 172 
Ontario street. Well, I got thinking 
about my another. My brother said 
he would not do anything for her ex. 
eept give her half the amount neces 
sary to put her in a home. 

“The sum required to get her in a 
home was $300. My brother said he 
would coutribute $150. It was up to 
me to contribute the other $150. I 
thought about it a good while. Then 
I came to the conclusion that there 
was no other way to get the amount 
but to steal it. 

“Accordingly I advertised for 
rooms. The first place that I got 
an answer from I went to. I forget 
where it was, but J think it. was some. 
where on Center street. I went in. 
In one of the first rooms I saw a 
lot of jewelry lying around. 

“There were rings and watches and 
things. I thought to myself that 
those things would help my mother 
a whole lot. There was no one look- 
‘and go at last I just walked 
into the room, and took that jewelry 
That was my first experience of 
stealing. .| Jt). was /‘awfully easy, 
though. 

“When I got that Senay put away 
I; got to thinking to, myself that it 
would not be a very diffieult thing to 
steal a whole lot of jewelry. i had 
no sooner got that idea in my head 
than I began to put it in execution. 
I went around looking «ai more rooms 
and everywhere I went I saw chances 
to steal; and I did g0. 1 never stole 
a, doliar’s worth for my own sake, 
but everything I stole was for the 
sake of my «)4 mother.” 

“Did you pawn anything that you 
stole?’ was asked. 

“No, I did not,”’ was the reply. “I 
intended to save up a whole lot of 
jewelry and things and then pawn 
the lot. I thought that I would get 
more money in that way. If ! could 
have obtained about $150 or so Tf 
would have beer perfectly contented 
for that would have veen enough to 
get my mother in a home, with what 
my brother could give. But it was no 
use. They caught me and now I am 
in jail, for an amount that one of 
the fashionable women would spend 


upon a hat. Yet that sum was my 
mother’s whole life.” 

“You are a Socialist ’’ was asked. 

“No, Tam not, as far as I know,” 
said Mrs. Hantz. “I have never 
joined the Socialist party. But I 
only know my own experiénce, That 
experience shows that anyone who is 
down and penniless is going to have 
a hard time of it. 

“There is so much wealth in this 
eountry and yet none of it seems to 
find its way into the places that it 
would benefit. 

“‘Men spend money on libraries and 
things to the extent of thousands of 
dollars. Yet one little bit of money 
would have provided for my mother 
for life, and would have kept me 
from being a thief. What do you 
think they will do to me?” 

Here Mrs. Hantz gripped the bars 
f the cell once more and seemed 
frightened. 

“T would not have stolen if I had 
money enough to provide for. my 
mother,” she went on, before there 
was opportunity for reply. “I never 
had a criminal instinct in this world 
until the needs of my motiher simply 
seemed to drive me to thievery. I 
hope the judge will not be hard on 
mé, for it is not my fault. It is the 
accident of births 4f Tf had been born 
a society lady there would have been 
no police cell for me. As it is 1 can 
only hope and pray.” 

Mrs. Hantz will be arraigned in the 
East Chicago avenue police court this 
morning. 


HUNDREDS TRY 
HERBS FOR CANCER 


Two Specialists in Welsh Vil- 
lage Have Hands Full Treat- 
ing Disease. 


Cardigan, Wales, July 27.—That the 
claims of the Evans Bros., thetherbal. 
ist cancer specialists, have been taken 
wriously by people from all parts of 
England, Scotland and Wales is read 
ily believed by any one now visiting 
this picturesque town, 

Last February there were about 
fifty cases in Cardigan. Oases of all 
kinds were accepted, and the disease 
included rodent ulcer, lupus, polypi 
f the nose, epithelioma of the lip 
wid tongue and true scirrhus of the 
breast. 

A few patients were then treated 
at the Evans surgery, but most of 
the cases were scattered about in 
various cottages throughout the town 
the two brothers, who were formerly 
ship's carpenters, made no pretence 
of having any system in visiting 
their patients. They kept no books 
and visited their petients at no fixed 
time. 

Since their operations have be. 
come 30 wideiy known, the whole as- 
pect of the town is changed. Lodg. 
ings are crowded, and one meets on 
the street patients and relations of 
patients from all classes of society. 
Various estimates have been made 
of the number of cases under treat- 
ment in and about Cardigan. One 
ef the herbalists said today that he 
believed they were treating over 500 
but that he could not say exactly.
